Senator Watson's pet hobby is 


politics. It is 'his life, his recreation, 
his ambition to aspire to high office. 
There, was a time Vhen he listened 
bo the arguments of Ms wife. That 
was in 1908 when he voluntarily re- 
tired from congress after serving six 
terms, and ran for governor of In- 
diana. Mrs. Watson reasoned that .he 
should retire from: public 'life and 
sngage in the practice of law. Sen- 
ator Watson admitted ,the logic of 
his wife and went into the race for 
governor with" the intention of quit- 
ting potties after serving a term 
as governor.

Thomas Riley Marshall, now viee- 


jjresident, interferred with his plans. 
County local option was Senator

A political career 
for 


Senator Watson was then assured 
for he quickly _won atten'tion in the 
lower house !by his oratory and with 
his diplomacy, and when he volun- 
tarily retired from congress in 1908, 
he was republican "whip" of 
the 


house, and acknowledged-leader of 
the majority.
